The Russian forces, their séven- 
day advance unimpeded by the 
German tactics, continued a jubil- 
ant drive forward on a 100-mile 
front, through dlazing villages and 
over the bodies of German dead.

At Monday morning's session a 
committee was named to summar- 
ize the proposals with regard to 
farm debt and report back to the 
conference in the afternoon, 

Members of this committee are 
Mr. Maynard, representing the pro- 
vincial government; Lew Hutchin- 
son, Duhamel, chairman of the Al- 
berta Federation of Agriculture; E.

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Noted Newsman Describes 
Reaction Inside Germany 


To Leader’s Fateful Move 


Louis P, Lochner, veteran of 


nearly 20 years of service in the 


Berlin bureau of the Associated Press and winner of the 1939 
Pulitzer prize for distinguished service in foreign correspondence, 


tells for the first time in the 


following dispatch how Hitler's 


declaration of war on the United States hit the German people. 
The dispatch was written during the author's internment with

By LOUIS P. 
LISBON, May 18.—(AP)—Hitler committed the great- 
est blunder of his career when he took upon himself the 
odium of declaring war upon the United States. That is the 


opinion held by those of us who lived in Germany and believe 


we understand German psychology. 


The Fuchrer completely flabber- 


gasied the German people, Ap- 
parently he also so effectively 
stunned even his own intimate 
followers that propaganda min- 
ister Goebbels, hitherto a master 
mind at propaganda, for once fall- 
ed correctly to estimate German 
psychology. 

For weeks and months the Nazi 
slogan in response to unfriendly acts 
by the United States had been: “We 
won't let ourselves be provoked.” 

Even after Japan attacked the 
United Siates German friends in 
every walk of life insisted that Hit- 
ler would merely offer a declara- 
tion of solidarity with Japan but 
wouldn't go beyond that. 

HITLER SOLD WAR 

Hitler had been able to “sell” this 
war to the German people by claim- 

ing: 

That the Poles seized the Glei- 
witz radio station before German 
troops moved. 

That Britain and France declared 
a state of war existed with Ger- 
many. 

That British troops were on their 
way to Norway when, for Pontes 
tion of Denmark and Norway,” he 
sent his forces into those countries. 

That Holland, 
and Yugoslavia plotted against Ger- 
many and were on the move when 
he forestalled them. 

That the Russians were mobilized 
against Germany when at the 11th 
hour he parried with a counter- 
stroke, 

The rank and file of German 
people—even those millions who 
do not approve his policies— 
thought the Fuehrer too “smart” 
ever to declare war. 7 

President Roosevelt was present- 
ed especially as a man already in 
his dotage. Give him a little more 
rope—so the Germans were led to 
believe—and he would hang him- 
self. Above all, don’t play into his 
hands, was the watch cry. He wants 
war, it was said—in fact “Roosevelt 
is running after war"—so don't do 
him the favor of giving him a war. 


UNBELIEVABLE ACT 

And then, on Dec. 11, the as- 
tounding, ‘the amazing, the unbe- 
lievable thing happened—Hitler 
declared war. This was like an ice- 
cold shower to the German people. 
Their leeader was slipping. 

Although he had promised the 
“Completion of the greatest victory 
in history during 1941," which 
every Teuton interpreted to mean 
a victorious peace after only two 
years of war, he now told the 
people to get ready for a prolonged 
conflict, 

Incidentally this conflict to date, 
according to best estimates avail- 
able, has meant 2,500,000 casual- 
ties for Germany, of which 750,000 
are dead, 

Psychologically, too, Hitler slip- 
ped. 
We American journalists were 
guests of the Gestapo while Hitler 
Spoke to the Reichstag Dec. 11, 
hence we didn’t hear that oratorical 
effort. 

We were genuinely surprised, 
however, when one of our guards 
next day in return for cigarets 
slipped us a copy of a Berlin daily 
containing his text and we noted 
how the German digtator ended 
his speech, not with a pep talk to 
fire the nation, but with dire threats 
against saboteurs at home. 


BETTER PSYCHOLOGIST 

We had hitherto considered Hitler 
a better psycholigist. 

Correspondents who _ consider 
themselves acquainted with Ger- 
man psychology also believe it was 
a grave error to present the Ger- 
man people with the fable about 
the heart ailment of Field Marshal 
Walther Von Brauchitsch as a 
Christmas gift. 

Large sections of the German 
people look to soldiers of the old 
school of which Von Brauchitsch, 
a disciple of the late Col, General 
Werner Von Fritsch, was an out- 
standing representative, as their 
last hope to stave off the worst 
aspects of Nazi domination over an 
enslaved people. 

Von Brauchitach's “resignation” 
and Hitler's assumption of the 
supreme army command acted 
like a bombshell to put the Ger- 
man people in the doldrums, 

Besides, the older generation re- 
membered but too well how the 
United States in 1917 gave the de- 
cisive turn to the first Great War. 

Would history repeat itself? That 
was the question on millions of 
lips. 

NOT CONVINCING 

The answer by party speiuu.naers 
that this was a mew type of war 
didn't seem convincing. The very 
fact that this is chiefly a mechan- 
feal war raised the gravest doubts 
of German victory in the minds of

|the common people in the Reich 
|}when America’s participation was 
ensured by Hitler's war declaration. 
For every schoolboy in Germany 
knows the United States is a great 
mechanical power, 

As if it were not enough, 
talkative little Dr. Goebbels felt 
impelled to inject himself into the 
situation with two radio addresses 
to the German people on Dec. 20 
'and,on Christmas Eve. If ever he 
struck a wrong note it was in those 
two speeches. 

At a time when people in Ger- 
many were freezing for want of 
coal and when no more “real” wool 
was available and furs were prac- 
tically unobtainable, Goebbels four 
days before Christmas asked the 
nation to give up pelts and other 
warm things and have them ship- 
ped to the Russian front. 

German people couldn’, believe 
their ears. 

Only a few weeks previously a 
weekly newsreal had been 

brought out showing how sol- 
diers were being furnished with 
everything needed for the winter. 
That news reel even then was 

running in thousands of smaller 
houses which received their film 
later than Metropolitan theatres. 
Clearly, somebody somewhere was 
lying. Goebbels and his newsreel 
didn’t jibe: 

His appeal was accompanied by a 
stern decree imposing the death 
penalty upon anybody who enrich- 
ed himself by keeping warm ar- 
ticles given for the soldiers. Incid- 
entally, the decree threw an inter- 
esting light on Hitler's estimate of 
the honesty of his subordinates, for 
jit was they who did the collecting. 


ORATORICAL EFFORT 


Goebbels’ Christmas eve orator- 
ical effort showed a similar fail- 
ure to gauge feelings of his com- 
patriots correctly, 

Admitting that Christmas gifts 
were scant and scarce this year and 
the traditional candles were missing 
because all available supplies had 
been sent to the Russian front, 
Goebbels suddenly warned the peo- 
ple not to forsake their leaders and 
the fighting troops as they had done 
in 1918. 


It was decidedly poor psycho- 
logy to remind Germans of their 
defeat in 1918 so soon after the 
declaration of war on the United 
States. It was even worse psy- 
chology to admit the possibility of 
a recurrence of 1918, 


Hardly were the Christmas days 
over when a further blow to Ger- 
man morale was delivered by the 
Reich’s sports leader who urged 
every patriot to surrender his skis. 

Only 376,000 pairs of skis were 
donated as a result of this appeal 
to a country extremely fond of the 
sport, 

From early 1942 and until our 
departure in mid-May one depress- 
ing fact after another was revealed 
to the German people by Hitler and 
his lieutenants. 


NO GRAIN SUPPLIES 

The Ukraine, according to the 
German press on Feb. 25, wouldn't 
yield tangible agricultural results 
until 1943, Before the Russian cam- 
paign every German had been led 
to believe that grain and other raw 
materials would pour in from the 
Ukraine from the moment of its 
conquest. 

Speaking on the German memor- 
ial day, March 16, Hitler told his 
people the Russians definitely 
would be beaten this summer. A 
month and 10-days later in an ad- 
dress to the Reichstag he promised 
that German transportation in the 
east would be better next winter 
than last. This was a wet blanket for 
millions of Germans and seemed to 
indicate Hitler expects to face an- 
other Russian winter. 

The Reichstag speech was a 
blunder in another way: It re- 
-vealed even to the most obtuse 
how far all personal liberty had 
gone and how one man abrogated 
not only all legislative and exe- 
cutive powers but even all jud- 
iolat prerogatives to himself. 

Even annual vacations would be 
taken from them at the Fuehrer's 
demand. As though to rub this fact 
in Reich's Labor Leader Robert Ley 
in a May-Day proclamation de-

Perhaps the most important thing to emphasize is that 
it would be foolhardy to believe the Axis is cracking up or 
tikely to crack up before it is badly licked militarily. The 
| Nazis are still firmly in the saddle and Mussolini, although 
| greatly weakened, is in no immediate danger as long as he 
is backed by Germany's armed might. 


All-Out Attack Is Necessary 


There are many weaknesses inside the Axis and in occu- 
pied territories where the Gestapo has executed possibly 
400,000 persons, but these can be increased to the point of 
disaster only by an all-out Allied attack. Meanwhile, Hitler 
|is swing desperately for a knockout blow. 


The Germans have massed 210 of their 300 army divi- 


sions against the Russians.

This has put a tremendous 
strain on German manpower, and 
the situation is stretched beyond 
the danger point in order to in- 
crease the fighting services to 
about 12,000,000. This includes 7,- 
600,000 in the army, 1,500,000 in 
the air force and navy and 3,- 
000,000 in the auxiliary services, 
including the labor corps, 

While there is no shortage of guns 
or munitions, one result of the in- 
crease in fighting services has been 
a decrease in some lines of produc- 
tion, especially of airplanes, in both 
Germany and Italy, due both to 
shortage of workers and materials, 


PLANE PRODUCTION 


It is estimated that the monthly 
plane production now is over lle 


planes and under 2,500. The Nazis | 


have probably 35,000 planes in all 
now, but many are out-dated. 

Hitler has made a great effort to 
turn Italy—less vulnerable to R-A.F. 
raids—into a workshop to bolster 
war production, and hundreds of 
German production experts have 
gone there in addition to thousands 
of soldiers and Gestapo agents. But 
the Italian output has been greatly 
hampered by the failure of Ger- 
many recently to maintain its prom- 
ised shipments of 1,000,000 tone of 
coal monthly and by shortages of 
oil (now probably 15 per cent), 
magnesium, copper, tin, woo] and 
cotton. 

Hitler has made every effort to 
overcome his losses at sea and in- 
crease the Nazi U-boat fleet strik- 
ing at British and American sup- 
ply lines to the Red army, and at 
supply lines to Great Britain. 

It is estimated that one of every 
three U-boats that puts to sea, is 
lost. The Names of the famous sub- 
marine commanders no longer ap- 
pear in official reports, The publi- 
cized commanders are newcomers, 


PRODUCE 18 MONTHLY 

Experts believe Hitler now has 
between 200 and 300 submarines in 
action and is producing them at the 
rate of about 18 a month, In peak 
months, the output may reach 25, 
but only at a sacrifice in other ship 
construction. 

The U-boats are mostly of the 
500 to 750-ton type and many are 
based in concrete bomb-proof 
“garages” on the coast of France. 

The strain of this output, as well 
as of R.A.F. bombing of great in- 
dustrial centres, is keenly felt, 
especially in Germany, where 
Hitler has put 1,600,000 war prison- 
ers and 2,500,000 foreign laborers to 
work.

Food becomes scarcer, Turnips

RAIL SYSTEM HARD HIT 

The railroad system staggered 
through the winter under great 
difficulties. With a lack of repairs, 
ersatz parts, and improper Jubrica- 
tion, the second-rate trains are in- 
capable of moderr speed under 
heavy loads, although some 250,000 
cars and 3,000 locomotives were 
taken from France.

All of these factors and the 
over-crowding of hospitals, hotels 
and private homes with wounded 
men from the Russian front have 
added to the swing of German

ed States.

In Italy, this feeling is 
openly indicated by expressions of 
respect for the United States. In

The new slogan, “Victory at any 
Price,” has certainly not lifted the 
morale of a people already wor- 
ried by the strength of the Red 
army and of the United Nations’ 
Productive power, 

In an effort to achieve his aim of 
terrorizing any who weaken. Goeb- 
bels is filling the newspapers with 

stories designed to frighten the peo- 
ple into extreme effort and sacrifice, 

Particularly interesting is the 
question of whether anything is 
likely to happen to Hitler and Mus- 
solini, 


SPLIT IN FASCISTS 


Take Il Duce first: Things have 
already happened to him. His pres- 
tige at home and in Germany is 
dropping rapidly. There is a split 
developing in the leadership of the 
party. ’

ship group is becoming frightened 
that the rewards expected of Mus- 
solini’s stab in the back against 
France will be lost.

But it must be emphasized that 
this opposition has no leadership, 
that potential leaders are clapped 
into concentration camps as soon as 
they appear and that there is no 
possibility of an uprising as long as 
Mussolini is backed by Hitler's 
power. The Italians know that an 
outbreak would merely bring more 
German troops into Italy, 

As for Hitler, it is still impossible 
to see the beginning of an effective 
anti-Nazi movement in Germany, 
but there is good evidence that a 
powerful group, reaching high into 
official quarters, is ready to take 
over “if anything should happen to 
Hitler.” 

Many thousands of Germans are 
skeptical—and_ resentful—of the

More people live in Edmonton now than 
ever before. There are more people regu- 
larly employed in the city than ever before, 
and they have to use the street cars to 
get to work on time. There are more tran- 
sient residents than ever before—at the 
training schools and camps, and these are 
regular patrons of the street railway. The 
one-delivery-per-day rule at the stores 
causes large numbers of housewives to 
journey down-town for supplies they 
would otherwise have “sent out”; and they 
use the street cars. 

The street railway is breaking traffic 
records, and is in prospect of the biggest 
year's revenue it ever collected, despite 
the five cent fare. It is at least premature 
to say that the enterprise cannot break 
even this year. There is reason to hope 
it will do so, all proper charges taken into 
account. The unusually crowded condition 
of the cars, particularly the larger num- 
ber of people travelling in the off-hours, 
is evidence of the prosperous season the 
street railway is apthes f 

To raise fares in the face of this rising 
volume of traffic would be peculiar, and 
would in some measure check the long 
hoped-for rush of business. A large pro- 
portion of the street car passengers do 
not have to ride. They could walk, and 
many of them would do so rather than 
submit to a demand for a higher fare at 
a time when higher fares obviously can- 
not be needed as in years when traffic 
was light. , 

To those least able to pay more, and 
most in need of street railway service, 
the proposed change in fares would be a 
penalty imposed because their earnings 
are small or their means limited. Those 
who could afford to hand out a dollar for 
a book of tickets would still ride at five 
cents, but those to whom a dollar is a lot 
of money would have to pay 614 cents for 
a ride. That feature of the proposal is 
simply indefensible. 

But the larger consideration is that the 
street railway is drawing more traffic 
now than it ever has drawn, and is in 
prospect of having all the business it can 
handle before the year is out. To say that 
because business is good it must charge 
more per passenger than it has been 
charging when business was poor, does 
not make sense. 


Conscripting French Labor 


The task-masters in occupied France are 

tightening the screws. The French laws 
which safeguarded the rights of employ- 
ees have long been suspended, but the 40- 
hour working week has continued to pre- 
vail generally because many men were 
idle, Herr Stuelpnagel has now promul- 
gated an edict by which he takes to him- 
self power to increase working holirs in 
all enterprises, and which also requires 
employers to report how many men they 
can get along without because longer 
work days and weeks are imposed upon 
the others, 

If they are given any choice at all, men 
thus discharged from the French factories 
will have only two. They must take what 
jobs the Nazis want them to take; or must 
fare as best they can despite all the occu- 
pation officials can do to keep them from 
getting employment of any kind. 

The object is to drive French workmen 
into Nazi munitions factories, in France 
or Germany, or into other lines of work 
connected with the support of the Nazi 
armies. Hunger is the least cruel of the 
means which are likely to be employed 
to this end. Any who refuse to do the 
Stuelpnagel bidding will be treated no 
more harshly than others have been 
treated if they are herded into internment 
camps and put under torture ‘discipline’. 

Since this new tyranny is proclaimed 
at the known risk of inciting further re- 
sentment and sabotage in the already 
turbulent subject state, there must be a 
Strong reason for it. And the reason is 
fairly clear. Hitler has raked Germany 
from end to end for able-bodied men with 
whom to fill up his broken divisions on 
the eastern front. Their places in the in- 
dustrial set-up must he filled. And the 
factories and docks and railways blown 
o pieces by the R.A.F. must be rebuilt 

ind repaired. For this, new supplies of 
abor must be drafted from some source. 

The manpower of occupied’ France is 
to be conscripted for these purposes—by 
lengthening the hours in French industries 
and impressing the men thus released into 
war jobs. With France already seething 
in the spirit of revolt, this can only be 
done because the Fuehrer foresees a 
thrsatgneg breakdown on his production

into the St. Lawrence he should note that 
one of these has sunk a large ship only a 
mile and a half from the mouth of the 
Mississippi. The St. Lawrence in the area 
where the attacks evidently occurred is 
as wide as a half dozen Mississippis, and 
aS deep as any submarine would venture 
to go. It would be about as easy to prevent 
a cat-fish getting past New Orleans as to 
prevent a submarine getting past Anti- 
costi island. 

The most effective way, and perhaps 
the only conclusive way, to deal with the 
submarine menace is to break up the nests 
where these “fish’’ are hatched. Once at 
sea they can sneak into any river or har- 
bor too wide to be blocked by a net; with 
little danger of detection, either in the 
open ocean or in a bay or inlet, until they 
strike a victim. The blasting of plants 
where they are built, ports from which 
they sail, and bases at which they refuel 
is the sure way to cut down and in time 
practically exterminate the species. 

It is on the other side of the Atlantic, 
not this side, the blows will have to be 
struck which will free our shores and the 
sea lanes from the U-boat menace. The 
raid on St. Nazaire was one such blow, 
and it checked the rate at which sinkings 
were increasing in the Western Atlantic. 
With all their depredations, the assassin 
boats have not yet recovered from that 
check.

Hitler Annoyed Because 
Toyko Won't Split 
the Spoil

Although the special Japanese 
envoys to Berlin and Rome who 
stopped in Vichy did discuss the 
Madagascar question, as we gen- 
erally assumed, that was not the 
main purpose of their visit, They 
were charged with a much more 
general and much more im- 
portant mission. 

Their job is to arrange for the 
unifying of German and Jap- 
anese strategy and diplomacy. 

Although the first blow struck 
by the Japanese, the attack on 
Pearl Harbor, was delivered at 
a date pre-arranged between 
Berlin and Tokyo, Japan’s suc- 
cessive moves have not always 
accorded with the timetable Ber- 
lin would like to have imposed, 
while German diplomacy has oc- 
casionally been out of step with 
Japanese, 

Planned in Berlin 

Probably the most important 
problem concerning both coun- 
tries is if, and when, Japan is to 
strike at Siberia. Germany had 
long planned to have Japan take 
this step simultaneously with her 
own offensive against the Cau- 
easus, Unfortunately for Berlin's 
plans, she has not yet been able 
to launch this attack, and her 
chances of starting it do not ap- 
pear to be getting any brighter 
as time goes by. 

Meanwhile the Japanese are 

thought to have cooled off on the 
Siberian adventure. The fore- 
taste they got of what bombers 
could do to their islands has been 
conducive to sober, if not very 
calm reflection. At present, with 
Russia not at war with Japan, 
United States bombers cannot 
operate from Siberia. But the 
minute Japan attacks Russia, she 
knows that American planes will 
appear over Tokyo again, and 
this time it will not be a one- 
day performance, It will occur 
day after day and night after 
night, The prospect does not 
please the Japanese. 
' This is the hurdle the Germans 
will have to vault to convince 
the Japanese to undertake the 
step which seems to be their 
hope—to attack Siberia first. The 
Nazis hope that if the Russians 
can be hard pressed in the east, 
they may wéaken their forces in 
the west, thus permitting Ger- 
many to get her offensive going. 
It looks as though the Germans 
would have to be exceedingly 
good negotiators to put this plan 
over on the Japanese, who have 
the feeling anyway that their 
record this year has been so 
much better than that of the 
Germans that they should do a 
little of the dictating instead of 
taking it all.

His Holiness called for an early 
end to the conflict in most em- 
phatic terms, He was insistent in

could bring ter- 
rific destruction. 

The urgency 
of the Pontiff’s 
appeal indicates, 
of course, his 
awareness of 
new develop- 
ments pending 
in the war. 

This does not, Harold L. Weir 
in itself, argue that the Vatican 
has any special and private fore- 
knowledge about what is brew- 
itg at present, because every- 
one is conscious that the war is 
about to move into broader and 
more explosive phases. 

But, in view of the fact that 
the Vatican is said to be the 
best informed political unit in 
the world, the Pope’s obvious 
apprehension of new violence 
may be said to confirm, very 
authentically, what the world 
feels but cannot prove, ' 

The full weight and horror of 
total war has not yet descended 
upon the world. We are still 
awaiting it. 

Contrast 


The non-Roman world, as well 
as the Roman wor)d, will appre- 
ciate the anxiety of His Holiness 
for a return to peace. That 
anxiety is quite understandable 
in the light of his apparent 
knowledge that the full and un- 
bridled fury of total war is 
about to break upon the earth. 

Nevertheless, most non- 
Romans as well as a good many 
Romans, too, will find a disquiet- 
ing contrast between the tone of 
his appeal and the tone of earlier 
Latin fathers of the Church who 
devoted themselves to recom- 
mending and even urging the 
crown of martyrdom.

Italy Has Lost War

The Italians have lost the war 
already. Even Mussolini's place 
as Hitler's gauleiter in the 
Mediterranean is menaced by 

Laval. 

Italy is a military prisoner of 
Germany. But how completely it 
is also becoming Germany’s in- 
dustrial and financial prisoner 
may not be so thoroughly real- 
ized. In a_ recent broadcast, 
Radio Italia, the Italian freedom 
station, described how Germany 
is putting Italy ever deeper into 
its debt, 

According to Radio Italia, the 
Italians must pay for the upkeep 
of the German air forces and 
garrisons in Sicily and other 
regions. All supplies which Ger- 
many uses in Libya, for German 
forces as well as Italian, are 
charged to Italy. These include 
not only food and clothing, but 
tanks, airplanes, explosives, ete. 

And the Italian Government 
shoulders the cost of transport- 
ing these supplies, 


Also, according to Radio Italia, 
Italy must pay Germany for the 
goods which Italy gets from oc- 
cupied Europe. 

With the credits thus built up, 
Germany, according to Radio 
Italia, is acquiring valuable pro- 

erties in Italy. Cited particu- 
arly is the buying of Italian 
ships, and the ordering of more 


from Italian shipyards. Radio 
Italia sees wormage aiming at a 
complete monopoly of trans-| 


portation in the Mediterranean, 
which Mussolini set out to make 
“an Italian lake”, 

Whether or not Radio Italia’s 
report is accurate in detail, the 
methods described are in com- 
plete harmony with those Ger- 
many has used elsewhere. And 
of this, there can be no doubt: 
Germany is not fighting in Libya 


to help Italy, any more than it} 


invaded the Balkan peninsula to 
succor the Italian army which 
the Greeks had beaten back into 
Albania, Italy has lost both its 
empire and its independence, and 
if Germany wins the war, Italy 
will recover neither, 


men that one would hardly have 
found Clement, Cyprian, Am- 
brose or Augustine urging a 
moral compromise for the mere 
sake of saving human life. 

And, of course, the peace pro- 
posed by His Holiness could be 
nothing but a compromise at this 
stage. 

Who among the United Nations 
could be expected to lay down 
his arms at a moment when the 
industrious, worthy and_ well- 
disposed peoples of Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Norway, Den- 
mark, Belgium, Holland, Greece 
and France lie under the heel of 
a pagan barbarian? 

The Pope’s appeal was a noble 
Christian effort. Unhappily, it 
can not, at this moment, have 
much effect. 


Restlessness 

Further evidence of approach- 
ing violent developments in the 
war came, this week, from the 
occupied countries of Europe 
where sabotage and restlessness 
appear to be mounting steadily. 

Heedful of these storm-warn- 
ings Hitler has sent hundreds of 
Gestapo and storm trooper rein- 
forcements into France, Norway, 
Holland, C@zecho-Slovakia and 
Poland where patriots are re- 
ported attacking Nazi troops, set- 
ting fires, blowing up factories 
and slowing enemy production. 

Firing squads are on almost 
constant duty. Ninety-six Nether- 
landers, 90 Frenchmen, 24 Nor- 
wegians, 19 Poles and four 
Czechs have been executed for 
revolt in recent days. 

It seems that occupied Europe 
also is conscious of great im- 
pending events and that the 


knowledge has stirred up an ex- 
citement that cannot be con- 
trolled. 


Old School Tie

office. 

But, of late, a touch of malice 
has crept into these jokes. 
Possibly because some of the 
products of the English public 
schools, by which the privilege 
of sporting this kind of neck- 
wear is conferred, have found it 
necessary to die rather horribly |

| without achieving any spectac- 
ular military success, has been 
responsible for the sneer, 

At any rate, I feel impelled, | 
| with your permission, to say just | 
|a few words in defense of the 
“old school tie.” | 

We are always impatient of 
those things which we do not 
understand. 

I might go so far as to say that | 


we usually fear those things 
| which are difficult for us to 
comprehend. 


Impatience 


There is a good deal of this 
| impatience and this fear, I regret 
to believe, among those who 
criticise and ridicule that type of 
mind which qualifies one as a 
wearer of the “old school tie.” 

I am not going to point with 
pride to the large number of 
public schoolmen who have dis- 
tinguished themselves in the

service of the Empire. I am not 
going to view with alarm the 
many who have failed to attain 
eminence, 

But I am going to assert, with 
some vehemence, that the world 
would be a good deal poorer 
without that kind of training 
and that kind of belief and that 
kind of behavior which lesser 
men lump together under the 
one contemptuous phrase, “the 
old school tie”, 

It has been charged that this 
derided article of apparel is the 
sign and symbol of an effete and 
decadent aristocracy. I suppose 
it is, although I am in no position 
to either deny or affirm the 
decadence, 

But if it is a sign of decadence 
among the aristocracy to con- 
tribute more heavily than any 
other class to the personnel] of 
the armed forces and to give its 
lives more freely in defence of 
freedom than any other single 
class, then in God’s name let's | 
have a little more of this kind of 
decadence in Canada. 

“Stern Business” 

It is my understanding that 
some of those institutions of 
learning which customarily con- 
fer*the right of wearing these 
fabulous, gaudy and highly con- 
troversial bits of silk are not re- 
markably strong in those sub- 
jects which fit the young man 
for what démagogues on _ this 
continent grandly call the “stern 
business of making a living.” 

There is, it is charged, a rather 
noticeable neglect, in those 
places, of that kind of instruction 


which has to do with dollars and, 


cents. 

In short, the wearer of the “old 
schoo] tie” is lamentably lacking, 
usually, in those acquired qual- 
ities which enable a man to 
manipulate the stock market or 
to amass huge fortunes at the ex- 
pense of what we elegantly—and 
gratefully call “suckers,” 

On the contrary, the custodians 
of this amazing tie, are moved to 
concentrate on those things 
which we have come to think do 
not matter very much—honor, 
loyalty, character, charity and 
gentleness, 

The custodians of the tie flout 


all modern conceptions of educa- 


tion, They fail to exploit that 
mysterious thing known as the 
“1.Q.” They are pitifully ignorant 
of most of those devices by which 
tons of sharp-edged facts are 
ruthelessly crammed into the 
tender minds of the young in in- 
explicably frantic haste. 

In fact, these custodians are 
culpably simple in their concep- 
tion of education. Mostly, they 
rely on the inculcation of a 
motto, an obsolete and rather 
ridiculous thing. ; 

That motto is, “God and the 
King.” 

Naturally, a man who tries to 
live for God and the King in 
these days, when a man’s worth 
is measured by his bank account 
and his value is described in 
terms of business acumen, is a 
bit of a misfit. 

His behavior is likely to be 
thought eccentric. His notions 
are likely to be odd. 

He is even likely to cherish a 
lot of outlandish ideas, absolutely 
worthless in business, about the 
merciful and the poor in spirit 
and those who hunger after 
righteousness and some silly tale 
about the meek inheriting the 
earth, 


Queer Fellow 


And so the wearer of the old 
school tie, queer fellow, has come 
to be the subject of our witless 
humor and the butt of our 
humorless wit. 

It is not an easy task I have 
undertaken, I find—the task of 
defending that luckless bit of 
neckwear. 

There is so little to commend 
it to our modern folk—worthy 
and bustling people so busily 
intent on finding a bootleg tire, 
ot hiding a part of their income 
from the government, or merely 
rushing to and fro going nowhere 
at all, 

The virtue of the old schoo] tie 
seems to have boiled down, in 
these dolorous days of war, to a 
single function, that of impelling 
strong young men to die, cheer- 
fully and gallantly, in far-off 
corners of the Empire, in blister- 
ing heat, or choking mud, or in 
the upper reaches of the sky, or 
in the cold depths of the sea— 
that freedom might not perish 
from the earth.

Channel] Islands as part of his in- 
heritance, 


old Henry James, through long 
acquaintance, had lost his mis- 
givings about the Empire and the 
character of its people, and he 
paid up the great compliment, in 
order to stand wholeheartedly 
with us, of changing his nation- 
ality, in the superb gesture of 
becoming a citizen of that very 
Empire ‘whose demise he had 
professed to see approaching 
thirty-eight years earlier, 

In that interim the “decaying” 
Empire had actually grown with 
the addition of Zululand, Sarae 
wak, British East Africa, 
Rhodesia, Zanzibar, Uganda, 
Nyasaland, Ashanti, the Pacifie 
Islands, Orange Free _ State, 
Transvaal, Federated Malav 
States, North Borneo, Cyprus 
Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. 


We British have been brought 
up in a belief of our sturdy 
decay, and Hitler's exasperation 
at our obstinacy in the face of 
impending dissolution can be 
well understood. But he is not 
the first to foresee the Empire 
falling to pieces, as he will not 
be the Jast by any means. 

In 1877 a young American ar- 
rived in London and settled him- 
self in rooms in Bolton street, 
Piccadilly. He was then 34, and 
quite unaware that, dying in 
London some thirty-eight years 
later, he would receive on his 
deathbed the highest tribute that 
England can pay a civilian, the 
Order of Merit. For this young 
man was Henry James, who, 
looking at us with a fresh eye, 
wrote to his friend in Boston, 
Miss Grace Norton, his view of 
England and the English in this 
year 1877: 

“She has not resolutely played 
her part—even a wrong one. She 
has been weak and helpless and | 
(above all) unskillful; she has! 
drifted and stumbled and not| 
walked like a great nation. One | 
has a felling that the affairs of 
Europe are going to be settled 
without her.” | 

Hitler himself borrowed this | 
last sentence in the Reichstag this 
week, He would agree also with 
Henry James’ vergict, given in 
his next letter to Miss Norton 
three months later, while visiting 
Paris: 

“On the Continent, certainly, | 
her ancient ‘prestige’ is gone. But 
I must say that even the decline 
of England seems to me a tre- 
mendous and, even, almost an in- 
spiring spectacle, and if the Brit- 
ish Empire is once more to shrink 
up into that plethoric little island, 
the process wil] be the greatest 
drama jn history,”

Noted Alberta 
Newsman Dies 
At Athabasca 


Dean of Alberta newspanermen 
and editor and pnblisher of the 
Athabasca Echo for 14 of his 61 
years in newspaper work, Wm. 
Conquest died in the Athabasca 
hospital Saturday, He would 
have been 78 on Tuesday of this 
week, 

He was the oldest newspaperman 
in Alberta doing a full-time job in 
the editing and publishing field 
About two years ago he retired 
from active service in favor of his 
son, Charles, but when his son en- 
listed for service with the Royal 
Canadian Army Service Corps, he 
was left to resume the editorial 
chair, 


BORN IN ENGLAND 

He was born in Hitchin, Herts 
County, England, and began news- 
Paper work 61 years ago. He serv- 
ed an apprenticeship of six years 
on the Hertfordshire Express . and 
worked afterwards on a number of 
provincial papers. In 1890 he went 
to London and started two papers 
of his own, the North London 
Chronicle and the Wood Green 
Journal, the latter in the present 
vonstituency of Beverly Baxter. 
the Canadian-born M.P. 

In 1913 he came to Canada and 
homesteaded in Alberta, but he 
soon returned to his favorite task 
and once again took up active 
journalism in Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan.

Equipment Lack 
Is Big Problem 
With Air Lines 


Shortage of cquipment is a big 
Problem at the present time for 
commercial airline companies in 
both Canada and the United 
States, according to Sam McLean, 
secretary to C. H. Dickins, gen- 
eral manager of Canadian Paci- 
fice Airlines, who arrived in Ed- 
monton by plane Monday from 
Eastern Canada. 

Mr. Dickins, former bush pilot, 
and formerly with the trans-Atlan- 
tic bomber ferry service, was ac- 
companied to Edmonton by Grant 
McConachie, general manager of 
C.P, Airlines Western lines. 

Mr. Dickins is planning an inspec- 
tion trip over the Yukon Southern 
division lines. 

Secretary McLean stated there 
was no special significance to the 
visit of Mr. Dickins to the west at 
this time, 

“Commercial airlines have more 
business than they can handle at 
the present time, but shortage of 
airplanes, due to war construction 


of planes, is handicapping com- 
mercial operations,” Mr. McLean 
stated. 


NOT EXPECTED HERE 

A move, similar to that made re- 
cently in the United States, where 
the U.S. Army had all commercial 
airlines placed under its control, is 
not looked for in Canada at the 
present, Mr. McLean stated. 

He pointed out, that the depart- 
ment of transport already has com- 
|mercial airlines pretty well under 
| its control at all times. The govern- 
ment control of airlines has always 
been under very close control in 
Canada, it was pointed out, 

After the war commercial avia- 
tion will be a great business, with 
passenger travel by air to all parts 
of the world, an established thing, 
the airline official said.

Ample Material 
Is Available For 
Home Building 


The practical builder who 
makes a careful survey of avail- 
able materials before launching 
on the construction of a home, 
will find that war restrictions 
have not seriously hampered 
home building, Reg. T. Rose, exe- 
cutive secretary of the Edmon- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, stat- 
ed Monday after making a sur- 
vey of the situation here. 

Mr. Rose gathered from the many | 
builders’ supply firms that there 
has been much curtailment and 

standardization of materials, but 
that it was conveniently possible to 
completely build and furnish a 
home. 

As an example of curtaiJment 
measures Mr. Rose stated that at 
present there are about 350 types 
of nails on the market as com- 
pared with more than 2,000 types/ 
prior to the enforcement of war- 
time measures. 


TANKS RELEASED 

The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board has recognized the gravity 
of the housing shortage and has 
therefore permitted the sale of 1,- 
500 water tanks per month for new 
homes, Mr. Rose stated, 

Wiring materials and electrical 
supplies are obtainable especially 
among the essentials, he stated. The 
same is true about the general 
plumbing supplies. 

While it is true that many arti- 
cles are becoming scarce, yet the 
practical materials are at hand and 
definite standardization is effec- 
tive in comparatively few lines, 
Mr. Rose revealed as a result of his 


survey.

Many readers are confused about 
which foods are acid-forming a 
which are alkaline-forming. 

An easy rule to follow is to re- 


| member that fruits and vegetables Smart For Your Home 


are in the alkaline-forming class 


| this rule, 

Cereals, meat, and eggs, while 
| they contain elements which are of 
value to the body, are acid-form- 
ing. 
| You can not tell by the way a) 
| food tastes whether it is in the acid 
or alkaline group. For example, 
“acid” 
taste, belongs with the alkaline 
foods. | 

Whether a food is acid-forming 
or alkaline-forming depends upon 
the kind of ash it leaves after being | 
burned jn the body. The orange, as 
an illustration, is an alkalizer be- 
cause it leaves an alkaline ash, 

Many people, upon first hearing | 
about the alkaline-forming foods | 
become very enthusiastic on the| 
| subject, and jump to the conclusion | 
that the acid-forming foods should 
|be avoided. This is incorrect, as 
the main thing is to so balance the | 
diet that both acid-forming and | 
alkaline-forming foods are used. } 

The acid-forming foods include | 
cereals, meats, cheese, fish, and 
eggs, but these foods should not be} 
eliminated altogether, Their use | 
within limits is beneficial, and the} 
aim should be to balance these | 
acid-formers by using about one- | 
third of the diet from this list and | 
the other two-thirds from the | 
alkaline-list. | 

There has been considerable con- | 
troversy as to whether it is, pos-| 
sible in normal health to cause a 
simple acidosis by feeding too} 
many of the acid-forming foods. | 
Some authorities feel that the body 
is able to maintain the normal 
acid-alkaline balance regardless of 
how many acid-forming foods are 
used. Others think that over-use 
of the acid-formers will produce a 
simple acidosis which may cause 
such symptoms as headache, dizzi- 
ness, tiredness, vague aches and 
pains, etc, 

The alkaline-forming foods are 
helpful in the diet, not only in 
| the way of making a person “feel 
good", but also because they help 
supply the essential vitamins, and 
provide the bulk or roughage 
needed for good Intestinal function- 
ing. Use the acid-formers for the 
valuable elements they contain, but 
also use the alkaline-formers—and 
thus you will be using a “balanced” 
diet,

The commencement of the new service was hailed by men of the armed forces of both Canada and 


the U.S.A. as well as by Government and construction officers. They help to swell the mail load with thousands 


of letters to the folks back home. The new service will also play an important part in the new Atlantic 


mail service just inaugurated. 


At the other end of the North American Continent T.C.A. will commence a service to Alaska this Fafl, 
when the airway being constructed for military and commercial aviation is completed. T.C.A. will then 
provide a direct main line service from the United States and Canada to Alaska. This, like the Newfoundland 


service, will also be a part of the general hemispheric defense plan.
